School boards 
given until 
April to create 
policy

^ Metro 1 Edmonton 

Education Minister David Eggen 
directly instructed each school 
board in Alberta Thursday to 
draft a transgender policy that 
adheres to provincial law, and 
to do so by April at the latest. 

In an exclusive interview with 
Metro, Eggen revealed he sent a 
letter Thursday afternoon to all 
Alberta boards explaining that 
he expects each to “create the 
necessary policies or ensure that 
(current) policies align with the 
letter and the intent” of the law. 

That law, the Alberta School 
Act, was changed when Bill 10 
became law in March. 

The amended law requires 


boards to “establish, implement 
and maintain a policy” that en¬ 
sures all students and staff are 
provided a learning environ¬ 
ment “that respects diversity 
and fosters a sense of belonging.” 

Some school boards have cre¬ 
ated transgender policies, while 
others have publicly struggled 
to create one. 

Further, a Metro investiga¬ 
tion has revealed, the majority 
in the province do not have a 
policy yet. 

Eggen said the law “exists 
already on paper” and that it’s 
now up to the boards to act. 

He said his ministry is draft¬ 
ing guidelines to “provide more 
guidance” on its expectations 
of the policies each board is re¬ 
sponsible for delivering. 

“They have the full attention 
and resources of our ministiy 
to help with the development 
of policy, and we will work 
with them over the next few 
months,” Eggen said. “It’s an 
interactive process that can help 
to get the job done.” with files

Mike Harding’s Movember 
involves a year of planning, 
30 costumes, almost endless 
hours spent at sewing ma¬ 
chine and one very co-oper¬ 
ative dog. 

This year, Harding is hoping 
to raise $10,000 for prostate 
cancer research and aware¬ 
ness. 

To do so, the full-time nurse 
is posting one photo of him¬ 
self and his dog, Xander, on 
social media every day — 
dressed in different costumes. 

It’s his third year striking 
a pose to increase donations, 
and the first year Harding 
actually has planned his cos¬ 
tumes in advance. 

“Last year was a big under¬ 
taking ... it took way more 
time than I anticipated and I 
needed to prepare better this 
year,” he said. “There will be 
some Disney themes, super¬ 
hero themes and pop culture 
themes.” 

So far this month, Harding 
and Xander have dressed as 


Jafar and Aladdin, Gandalf 
the Grey and Frodo, The Little 
Mermaid and King Triton, and 
as the famous Grant Wood 


painting, American Gothic. 

Harding said he has friends 
and family who have been 
diagnosed with cancer, so the 


Movember campaign means 
a lot to him. 

It doesn’t hurt that it’s fun, 
he added, and Xander is a good 


sport. 

“He’s doing great,” Harding 
said. “He’s ready for the lime¬ 
light again.” 


An audit has revealed the city 
sole-sourced work it didn’t need 
with a company that lacked 
experience or equipment for 
what it was hired to do — and 
then paid nearly twice as much 
as it should have. 

The audit of the Edmonton 
Waste Management Centre, 
by the city’s auditor, has de¬ 
termined the city sole-sourced 
a concrete crushing contract 
in 2014 because, it argued, it 
needed concrete quickly for 
new road projects. 

The city’s existing contractor 
said it couldn’t meet the time 
frame. The city then hired a 
new contractor, without a com¬ 
petition. 

That new contractor charged 
the city nearly twice as much 
as its existing contractor. But, 
the audit reveals, it didn’t crush 
concrete any faster, didn’t have 
equipment or experience crush¬ 
ing concrete, and actually out¬ 
sourced the work. 

Regardless, the city paid an 
extra $104,000. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said the 
amount might not be huge but 
the effect on confidence is. 

“The public trust I think 
after this is going to evapor¬ 
ate,” he said. 

The city has responded to 
the audit by bringing in a third 
party to review contracts at 
the waste management centre 
and offering more training to 
employees. 

Council will review the audit 
next week.

Man charged with murder 
after teen found dead 

A 20-year-old man has 
been charged with mur¬ 
der in connection to 
a teenage girl being 
stabbed to death in west 
Edmonton on Halloween. 

Edmonton police say 
Leona Neapetung-Ste- 
vens, 17, died of stab 
wounds and her death is 
being investigated as a 
homicide. 

Joseph Sinclair, 20, 
has been charged with 
second-degree murder. 

Police were first called 
for assistance to a town- 
house at 96 Avenue and 
176 Street on Oct. 31 at 
around 5 p.m. The teen¬ 
age girl's body was found 
at the home, and homi¬ 
cide detectives took over 
the investigation.

NDP apologizes for 
fundraiser linked to Notley 

Alberta's NDP government 
has done an about-face 
over allegations it was 
selling access to Premier 
Rachel Notley and her 
cabinet. Health Minister 
Sarah Hoffman apologized 
in the legislature for in¬ 
vitations to an NDP party 
fundraiser in Calgary. 

She says there was an 
error in the wording of 
the invitation. In return 
for a $250 donation, it 
promised a chance to talk 
about issues with Notley, 
cabinet and MLAs. Just 
seconds before Hoffman 
apologized, house leader 
Brian Mason defended the 
event under questioning 
from the Wildrose.

Police lay 435 charges, 
seize drugs, weapons

A month-long investigation 
resulted in Edmonton police 
laying 435 charges against 78 
people and seizing drugs and 
weapons, including swords and 
rifles. 


Police started investigating 
Sept. 8 after reports of alleged 
drug trafficking in the 118 Av¬ 
enue area. 

The investigation continued 
until Oct. 2 and involved spe¬ 
cialized police units and beat 
officers. The team executed four 
search warrants as part of the 
investigation. Three of these 
warrants were for residences in 
the 118 Avenue area, and one 
was in southeast Edmonton. 

Swords, a pink rifle, cross¬ 
bows, ammunition and body 
armour were some of the doz¬ 
ens of weapons seized from 
those homes. 

“This was mainly the result 
of good police work,” Edmon¬ 


ton Police Service Acting Insp. 
Jonathan Coughlan said. 

“We hope it has had a big 
impact on the community, in 
a positive way. More 
than just letting the 
bad guys know we 
are out there and are 
doing something to 
stop their activities, 
we also want the 
good people in that 
area to know we are 
supporting them.” 

Charges against 
the 78 people include 107 drug 
trafficking charges, 93 weapons 
charges, 66 breach charges and 
169 charges for other offences. 

Police also seized illegal drugs 


worth more than $50,000, in¬ 
cluding more than a litre of 
GHB, 395 grams of crystal 
methamphetamine, 80 grams 
of marijuana, 100 co¬ 
deine pills and 200 
prescription opioid 
pills. 

Coughlan said it 
was “interesting” to 
have seized more 
methamphetamine 
than cocaine, but 
said it’s not neces¬ 
sarily indicative of a 
trend in street drugs. “You get 
eveiything when you’re deal¬ 
ing with street-level drug use,” 
Coughlan said. “You’re going to 
see all different types of drugs.”

Notley 
pitches 
her plan

Premier Rachel Notley at¬ 
tempted to sell her economic 
plan to Edmonton’s business 
community Thursday, but it 
isn’t clear they’re buying. 

Notley received a light ap¬ 
plause after her speech to 2,000 
people, at a luncheon spon¬ 
sored by the Edmonton Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

In the speech, Notley empha¬ 
sized her government’s cap¬ 
ital stimulus program to build 
more roads, schools and health 
facilities, a new job grant pro¬ 
gram and other steps meant to 
bolster the province’s fortunes. 

“We have a young and veiy 
well-educated population. We 
have an excellent post-second- 
ary system. We are embarking 
on an aggressive capital plan. 
There are a lot of opportunities 
in this province.” 

Notley said Alberta has long 
faced downturns due to rely¬ 
ing on the energy industry, but 
said her government wasn’t 
going to make things worse 
by slashing public-sector jobs. 

“We’re not going to deep¬ 
en those dips by piling on,” 
she said. 

Chamber president Janet 
Riopel said the business com¬ 
munity is worried about how 
the government will dig itself 
out of deficit, but appreciates 
the dialogue. Riopel said the 
NDP government’s minimum- 
wage hike and tax increases 
add to pressures on businesses.

On Thursday, when Education 
Minister David Eggen directed 
every Alberta school board to 
create a transgender policy to 
protect students and staff, only 
21 of 61 boards were even draft¬ 
ing one, a Metro investigation 
reveals. 

Now, Eggen has ordered all 
boards to do so and given them 
a deadline: he wants each board’s 
“coherent” policy shared with 
him by March 31. 

Eggen’s directive comes on 
the heels of the Edmonton 
Catholic School Board’s very 
public struggle to pass a 
transgender policy, as well as 
increasingly loud calls from 
critics and experts to do so. 

And as data gathered by Metro 
reveals, Eggen’s directive will see 
dozens of districts forced to act. 

Nearly 75 per cent of school 
districts have no policy 

During a two-weelc investigation, 


Metro contacted superintend¬ 
ents in all 61 school districts in 
Alberta and found only 13 have 
specific policies or clauses to 
protect gender expression and 
identity from discrimination. 

That means 74 per cent of dis¬ 
tricts currently have no policy to 
reference if or when issues with 
transgender students arise, just 
as they did in the Edmonton 
Catholic School District. 

Metro also posed a series of 
questions to each district and 
found that where policies are 
in place, all but two have used 
them. 

Additionally, 31 per cent of 
districts that responded said they 
hoped the province would take 
leadership on the issue. 

Province long asked to 
intervene 

Metro’s findings echo comments 
from those at the heart of the 
transgender policy debate. 

Last spring, a mother filed a 
human-rights complaint against 
the Edmonton Catholic School 
District when her seven-year-old 
transgender daughter, who at¬ 
tends one of the district’s schools, 
was not allowed to use the wash¬ 
room of her choice but told to 
use a gender-neutral one instead. 

Reacting to the complaint, the 
Catholic board spent the summer 
drafting a gender expression and 
identity policy. 

At their first attempt to pass 
that policy in September, trust¬ 
ees shouted over one another 
until the meeting was abruptly 
adjourned. 


At an October meeting, one 
trustee said passing the policy 
would be “serious heresy,” and 
it was more about “waging war” 
against Catholic teaching than 
helping “sexually confused chil¬ 
dren.” 

During these public struggles, 
the mother of the young trans¬ 
gender girl told Metro, “The 
minister should be stepping in 
and doing a 
provincewide 
policy. 

“There’s 
no way that 
all (61) school 
boards need 
to go through 
this,” she said. 

Kristopher 
Wells, a Uni¬ 
versity of Al¬ 
berta professor 
and leading ex¬ 
pert on gender issues, agreed. 

He called for the province to 
prevent similar debates from 
recurring. “What we see today 
is uneven levels of support for 
LGBT students — particularly 
transgender students across the 
province,” he said. 

“Some districts have shown 
leadership and decided to be 


proactive; others, as we see with 
Edmonton Catholic, are react¬ 
ive, and others still are doing 
nothing. 

“But every day without a 
policy and guidelines in this area 
is a day students are at risk in 
their schools.” 

Metro’s investigation also 
found several superintendents 
saying the same things. 

“It never hurts 
to have provin¬ 
cial guidelines 
on issues that are 
uncertain in the 
minds of many 
people,” said Mark 
Thiessen, assistant 
superintendent in 
Pembina Hills. 

In the North¬ 
ern Gateway 
School District, 
Superintendent 
Kevin Andrea said “some well 
researched, balanced direction 
would be appreciated by smaller 
school districts. 

“Simply (based on) the time 
and resources required to re¬ 
search an area of concern prov- 
incially, that while not a hot 
topic currently, could arise at 
any time,” he said. 


Eggen sets deadline 

Eggen told Metro Thursday the 
directive he sent to every Al¬ 
berta school district — and the 
impending guidelines the min- 
istiy is drafting — will spark 
action. 

“I am responsible for both 
making and ensuring the law 
is enforced, and school boards 
are meant to create ... coherent 
policy that follows through with 
the implementation of the law.” 

The law Eggen is demand¬ 
ing boards follow is the Alberta 
School Act, which, after amend¬ 
ments passed last spring, requires 
they “establish, implement and 
maintain a policy” to ensure all 
students and staff are “provided 
with a welcoming, caring, re¬ 
spectful and safe learning en¬ 
vironment that respects diversity 
and fosters a sense of belonging.” 

He said giving boards a time¬ 
line and further guidelines is 
“the execution of that law in 
its fullness.” 

Eggen added he’s proud of the 
path he’s directed boards down. 

“We are moving ahead in a 
significant way, engendering 
the equality and social justice 
that exists in coherent policies 
in regards to transgender stu¬ 
dents,” he said. 

Wells agreed. He told Metro on 
Thursday the province stepping 
in “emboldens the boards to take 
action, removes it from (being) 
controversial or difficult work... 
(and) gives boards the tools and 
authorization to move forward 
and to this work with guidance.”

Q BACKGROUND 

Part of what caused confu¬ 
sion at the Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic board was a document 
it received from the Alberta 
Council of Catholic Super¬ 
intendents. 

The document, called a 
"pastoral approach" to the 
transgender issues, was 
meant to assist Catholic 
boards in building a policy, 
much like the guidelines 
Education Minister David 
Eggen plans on supplying 
them. But it was criticized 
by Kristopher Wells and 
others as "transphobic." 

"It's incredibly problem¬ 
atic," Wells said. "Some are 
suggesting that (document) 
as the basis to develop their 
policy ... which is incredibly 
offensive and not keeping 
with scientific or education¬ 
al literature." 

Yet in conversations with 
Catholic boards, Metro 
learned the majority felt the 
"pastoral" document was 
helpful guiding their ap¬ 
proach to gender identity 
and expression. Eggen said 
he doesn't imagine it will be 
a battle to have the boards 
follow the provincial guide¬ 
lines instead. "I have not 
heard from any board in my 
visits anything that would 
suggest they would com¬ 
promise that responsibility 
to the law," he said.

Ganley introduced a new bill 
Thursday that would expand 
the current list, which currently 
provides income numbers for 
direct government employees, 
to anyone making more than 
$125,000 per year who works 
for a university, Alberta Health 
Services, or any of the 157 arm’s 
length agencies or commissions 
that receive public funding. 

Board members of those 
agencies will also have their 
compensation revealed, regard¬ 
less of how much they make. 

“This government is serious 
about increasing transparency 
and this bill will show Alber¬ 
tans how their tax dollars are 
spent,” Ganley said. 

Cities and school boards will 
be given the option to create 
their own lists. 

“Municipalities and school 
boards are themselves elected 
officials who are accountable to 
the public,” Ganley said. 

Alberta Medical Association 
President Dr. Carl Nohr said 
he expects physicians to raise

privacy concerns about the pro¬ 
posed bill, and also worries 
numbers will be misunderstood. 

“Revenue to a physician’s 
practice is not the same as the 
physician’s income, not by a 
long stretch,” he said. 

“A significant part of the re¬ 
vue they receive from govern¬ 
ment goes into the pay for staff 
and leasing space.” 

Nohr said many physicians 
are effectively small business 
owners and having their rev¬ 
enue made public could make 


negotiating office leases or staff 
salaries difficult. 

He added he’s keen to discuss 
the proposed bill with the gov¬ 
ernment and propose changes. 

Ganley said the government 
did not consult groups who will 
have their salaries revealed, but 
added the NDP was transpar¬ 
ent as it was broadening the 
sunshine list. 

“This government has been 
very clear about moving to 
greater transparency,” she 
said. “I don’t see this as com¬ 
ing as any particular surprise 
to anyone.” 

In addition to the salary 
disclosure, the government 
announced Thursday it’s re¬ 
viewing all provincial agencies 
and boards to determine if they 
are fulfilling their mandates. 

“Many good people have and 
continue to contribute long 
hours of excellent public service 
for, often, modest compensa¬ 
tions, but it’s time to look at 
this sector,” said Finance Min¬ 
ister Joe Ceci.

Ask anybody what the most 
bloody, violent sport is and 
chances are they’ll say mixed 
martial arts. 

But University of Alberta re¬ 
searchers have debunked that 
myth after reviewing a decade’s 
worth of data from medical 
examinations following MMA 
bouts and boxing matches. 

“Yes, you’re more likely to 
get injured if you’re participat¬ 
ing in mixed martial arts, but 
the injury severity is less over¬ 
all than boxing,” said Shelby 
Karpman, a sports medicine 
physician at the Glen Sather 
clinic, where the research was 
conducted. 

Karman explained the blood¬ 
ied mess people see when an 
MMA fighter leaves the ring 
“looks a lot worse than it ac¬ 
tually is.” 

Veteran Edmonton MMA 
fighter Victor Valimaki agrees 
with that assessment. 

“Most injuries happen dur¬ 
ing training,” he said. “Injur¬ 
ies during an actual fight are 
superficial — typically black 
eyes, cuts and the odd broken 
hand.” 

Conversely, the research 
determined boxing poses a 
greater risk of serious injury, 
including concussions, eye 
injuries and smashed noses. 

The U of A research has 
been published in the Clinical 
Journal of Sports Medicine.

REFORM ACT 

Liberal MPs 
defer decision 
to dilute PM’s 
influence 

Newly-minted Liberal MPs 
have passed on their chance 
to give backbenchers more 
clout and dilute the powers 
of their leader. 

Under the Reform Act 
passed by all parties last 
spring — and supported by 
Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
— each party’s MPs were sup¬ 
posed to choose at their first 
caucus meeting after an elec¬ 
tion whether to adopt rules 
aimed at rebalancing power 
between MPs and their lead¬ 
ers. 

Among other things, the 
rules would allow backbench¬ 
ers to trigger a leadership re¬ 
view and potentially to oust 
their leader altogether. 

But at their first caucus 
meeting Thursday, Liberal 
MPs chose unanimously to 
defer a decision on the rules 
until party members could 
weigh in on the matter at a 
national convention scheduled 
for late May. 

“A number of the elements 
that were proposed in the Re¬ 
form Act, in our view, weaken 
the role of the membership 
of the party,” government 
House leader Dominic Le- 
Blanc said following the cau¬ 
cus meeting. 

“Our leader was not select¬ 
ed simply by a vote in caucus. 
Our leader was selected by an 
open, democratic process of 
members ... and supporters. 


So we didn’t think it was ap¬ 
propriate at the first meeting 
of a new caucus to do some¬ 
thing that would massively 
change the authority and the 
leadership that we’ve vest¬ 
ed in the volunteers and the 
members of our party.” 

MPs agreed unanimously 
that such a dramatic change 
should only be approved by 
delegates to the next national 
convention, he added.

Russia and 
Egypt deny 
bombing 


DISASTER 

Plane crashes 
in desert; U.S. 
suggests cause 
was terrorism 

Five days after a Russian jetliner 
broke apart high above the Sinai, 
Russia and Egypt on Thursday 
dismissed Western suggestions 
that a terrorist bomb may have 
caused the crash that killed 224 
people, saying the speculation 
was a rush to judgment. 

British Prime Minister David 
Cameron, who spoke to the 
presidents of both countries in 
the veiy public dispute, said he 
had grounded all British flights 
to and from the Sinai Penin¬ 
sula because of “intelligence 
and information” indicating a 
bomb was the probable reason a 
Metrojet Airbus A321-200 plane 


had crashed. 

British and U.S. officials, guid¬ 
ed primarily by intelligence 
intercepts and satellite imagery, 
have suggested gingerly it might 
have been the work of the ex¬ 
tremist Islamic State group and 
its affiliates in the Sinai. 

President Barack Obama said 
the U.S. was taking “very serious¬ 
ly” the possibility that a bomb 
brought down the plane. 

His comments, in an interview 
with a Seattle radio station, fol¬ 
lowed an earlier statement by 
White House spokesman Josh 
Earnest, who said the U.S. can’t 
rule out the possibility of ter¬ 
rorism. 

The Islamic State group, 
which has not generally pur¬ 
sued “spectacular” attacks out¬ 
side its base in Syria, has claimed 
responsibility for bringing down 
the plane, but Russian and Egyp¬ 
tian officials say the claim was 
not credible, the associated press

The European Union is pre¬ 
dicting that 3 million migrants 
could arrive in the 28-nation 
bloc by the end of next year, 
with the refugee emergency al¬ 
ready proving a stem test of EU 
border and reception capacities. 

The arrivals are imposing 
costs for shelter, rescue oper¬ 
ations and border security, but 
the EU estimates that the refu¬ 
gees are likely to bring econom¬ 
ic benefits within a few years, 
notably in Germany, one of 
the preferred destinations for 
many people. 

EU autumn economic fore¬ 
casts released on Thursday show 
that based on current migrant 
entries and a “technical assump¬ 
tion” about future flows, arrival

rates for migrants are unlikely 
to slow before 2017. 

Despite the figures of refu¬ 
gee increases, the European 
Commission predicted that the 
population across the 28 EU na¬ 
tions would only rise by about 
0.4 per cent. 

No obvious impact on em¬ 
ployments levels is likely, it 
said. 

Those nations, among others, 
want the EU to apply its budget 
rules with flexibility, taking 
into account Europe’s biggest 
refugee emergency in well over 
half a centuiy, and avoid repri¬ 
manding member states for 
excessive spending and deficits.

Hospital bombing 
‘mistake’ killed 30 


Wounded Taliban fighters were 
being treated in a Doctors With¬ 
out Borders hospital in northern 
Afghanistan that was bombed by 
U.S. forces last month, but there 
were no armed men or fighting 
in the area at the time, the char¬ 
ity said Thursday, as it released 
the results of an internal probe 
into the incident. 

The report by the internation¬ 
al medical charity, known by its 
French acronym MSF, confirmed 
that U.S. forces had the exact 
co-ordinates of the clinic before 
launching an aerial assault on 
Oct. 3 that killed 30 people, in¬ 
cluding doctors and patients.

A weaker loonie means the 
price for Canadians to es¬ 
cape the snow and ice for the 
warmth of the sun this winter 
is going to be more costly than 
it has been in recent years. 

But travel experts say that 
planning ahead and starting 
your search for the perfect 
beach holiday now will save 
you money. 

Travel agent Omar Guech- 
tal of the Flight Centre travel 
agency says booking early is 
the surest way to save this year. 

He says tour companies have 
been looking to sell out their 
packages as early as possible. 

“So what they’ve done is 
they’ve incentivized their pack¬ 
ages with early booking bo¬ 


nuses, reduced deposits, added 
perks, free seat selection or 
other bonuses that you can 
get by booking early.” 

Guechtal says tour compan¬ 
ies sign contracts for hotels 
and flights negotiated in U.S. 
dollars, even though the pack¬ 
ages they sell are priced in 
Canadian currency. 


Choosing an all-inclusive 
vacation or a cruise can be an¬ 
other way to save because you 
will limit the out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses you might have to pay 
while on your trip. 

In addition to booking early, 
Guechtal says Canadians can

ENERGY EAST PIPELINE 

TransCanada nixes 
terminal in Quebec

Five provinces ease 
crowdfunding rules 


Quebec will no longer host 
an oil export terminal for 
Trans Canada’s controversial 
Energy East Pipeline, the 
Calgary-based company an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

Six months after abandoning 
a proposal to build a termin¬ 
al northeast of Quebec City, 
TransCanada said it would 
amend its proposal to the Na¬ 
tional Energy Board to include 
a new route for the pipeline. 

The company made the de¬ 
cision after “conducting thor¬ 
ough studies and consulting 
with many local communities,” 
Energy East president John So- 
ini said in an interview. 

The pipeline is unpopular 
in Quebec and served as pol¬ 
itical fodder during the recent 
federal election campaign for

the anti-Energy East Bloc Que- 
becois, who said the project 
brings only risks to the prov¬ 
ince with none of the benefits. 

The $ 12-billion project is 
scheduled to be completed 
by 2020.

Five of Canada’s securities 
regulators have released a 
joint policy that makes it pos¬ 
sible for businesses and indi¬ 
viduals in five provinces to 
raise money and sell stakes 
in their businesses through 
crowdfunding. 

Websites like Kiclcstarter, 
Indiegogo and Patreon have 
made it easier for U.S. entre¬ 
preneurs to raise money from 
large numbers of people at 
a time. Unlike those crowd- 
funding platforms, which pro¬ 
vide no equity in the ensuing 
product, the new rules pave 
the way for Canadian busi¬ 
nesses to use crowdfunding 
to sell equity. 

Now Manitoba, Ontario, 
Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia have exempted 


crowdfunding from some of 
the requirements of traditional 
fundraising methods such as 
an IPO. 

Crowd-funding platforms 
will have to meet certain cri¬ 
teria in order to register as a 
funding portal, and will be 
responsible for background 
checks and other due dili¬ 
gence. Investors will be lim¬ 
ited in how much they can 
invest relative to their income 
and net worth. 

On Friday, the U.S. Secur¬ 
ities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion issued its own similar 
rules for equity crowdftmding, 
which will come into effect in 
mid-2016 and also mandate 
registration for crowdfund¬ 
ing outlets.

When we legalize pot, 
let’s be ehill about it

In the opening scene of the 
1994 film Pulp Fiction, two af¬ 
fable hired killers discuss the 
legalization of marijuana. Vin¬ 
cent (the well-travelled one) 
tries to distill the complicated 
Dutch hash-bar laws by de¬ 
scribing pot as “legal but not 
100 per cent legal.” You can 
own it, he explains, and you 
can smoke it, but you can’t 
buy or sell it. His companion

is baffled. Why does it have to 
be so complicated? 

Why indeed? While this 
scene from a 20-year-old 
movie remains applicable to 
many Canadians’ contempor- 
aiy understanding of cannabis 
users (that they are criminals 
using a dangerous drug), most 
Canadians believe that pot 
should be legalized. Many 
point to the relative harmless¬ 
ness of the drug and to its 
many medical uses. Those 
benefits were recognized in 
Canada by the Marijuana for 
Medical Purposes Regulations 
issued by Health Canada in 
2013, a narrow decriminaliza¬ 
tion that took years of legisla¬ 
tive caterwauling to bring 
into force. Since then, there’s 
been no serious chance of 
further decriminalization. At 
least, until now. 

Now that we have our 


shiny new prime minister, the 
issue of legalizing pot is again 
being passed around. Legal, 
regulated use is now only 
a matter of time, although 
Trudeau cannot say how 
much time. When asked 
recently, he indicated it could 
take years to draft, create and 
implement the new regula¬ 
tor scheme. After decades of 
debate — during which many 
other jurisdictions globally 
have decriminalized and even 
completely legalized cannabis 
— are we in for another long 
wait? 

Probably. Legalizing pot 
is not simply a matter of 
amending the Criminal Code, 
as Pierre Trudeau’s govern¬ 
ment did in 1968, removing 
prohibitions against homosex¬ 
uality and birth control. Pot 
smoking has an intoxicating 
effect (obviously), and there 


do need to be controls on its 
use and sale. The nature and 
scope of the controls need to 
be identified and legislated. 
Then there is the tax revenue: 
an entire legislative scheme 
of collection, reporting and 
distribution. There’s far more 
to it than just declaring pot to 
be “legal but not 100% legal.” 

Sound, enforceable legisla¬ 
tion will take thought, care 
and time. Legalization is 
on the new government’s 
agenda. At this point, there is 
no reason to keep asking the 
PM when pot will be legal¬ 
ized. The legislation will come 
in time. In the meantime, we 
should all just chill out. 

And if you have difficulty 
chilling? Well, I know a guy...

Liberal-arts majors 
have a kindred spirit in 
the prime minister 


Liberal-arts majors, rejoice. 
You've got a prime minister in 
your ranks. 

The situation reminds me 
of this thing I had about ba¬ 
nanas when I was a kid. One 
day, I ate a banana, and then 
when I lay on my stomach 
and tried to touch my toes to 
my head, I succeeded. It was 
an early ah-ha moment, and I 
continued to eat bananas be¬ 
fore trying to touch my toes 
to my head until I lost interest. 
But it was a sad day, years 
later, when I ate a banana and 
broke my back. 

So, Justin Trudeau may 
have a bachelor's degree in 
literature from McGill and 
one in education from the 
University of British Columbia, 
but he didn't win by investing 
in his education: he won by 
investing in being a Trudeau 
and then running a damn fine 
campaign. 

That's not to say there's 
nothing of benefit to a 
banana, or an arts degree. 

In fact, Trudeau's education 
appears to be playing a role in 
his leadership style. 

Take his exhaustive atten¬ 
tion to ensuring a diversity of 
voices — plurality being an 
ethic at the heart of liberal 
arts — via the most diverse 
cabinet we've ever seen. And 
before you scream "Quota!" 
let's note that pundits are 
generally cheering the min¬ 
isters' depth of experience 
in their respective portfolios, 
bemoaning only — if anything 


— that some lack experience 
in politics. 

Take also Trudeau's keen 
sense of dramatic scene¬ 
setting. The tedium of a 
swearing-in ceremony (watch¬ 
ing 30 people repeat the 
same words and shake the 
same hands) became a jaunty 
celebration for the masses 
gathered outside Rideau Hall, 
drawing comparisons to the 
Kennedys' Camelot. If it is just 
political propaganda, it's of 
the public-inclusive, liberal- 
arts variety. 

He made the connection 
himself, to school-aged kids, 
telling them his education 
degree informed his plans to 
"listen as much as he speaks" 
and be a mentor-prime 
minister, helping the cabinet 
members and Canadians 
"solve those challenges and 
get their answers." 

Of course, personality in¬ 
forms leadership. And it's also 
not always true that degrees 
predict a prime minister's 
leadership style. Last time, we 
got an economist who ran the 
country based on ideology 
and hated data so much that 
he cut the long-form census 
and hollowed out science 
libraries. 

But don't worry: the census 
is back. Which means that 
if you do happen to have an 
arts degree, and you do won¬ 
der what that means for your 
career prospects over time, 
just keep an eye on Statistics 
Canada. It'll be tracking that.

Who’s your favourite James 
Bond? This weekend Daniel 
Craig suits up again, taking his 
fourth spin as the super spy 
in Spectre. The film’s overseas 
reviews have been very strong 
and it will likely dominate the 
weekend’s box office but who 
among us would call Craig the 
best Bond? 

I have a theory that the 
Bond nearest and dearest to 


your heart is the first 007 
you saw projected on the big 
screen. 

Popular consensus tells us 
that Sean Conneiy, who played 
the role in six films spanning 
1962 To 1971 and then once 
again in 1983’s non-officially 
sanctioned Never Say Never 
Again, is the best Bond. As cool 
as Conneiy was he isn’t my top 
of the pops. Dr. No, the first 
007 movie, came out before I 
was born and Connery more 
or less permanently parked 
his Aston Martin around the 
time I entered grade two. 

The Bond that made the 
biggest impression on me was 
Roger Moore. I know critically 
speaking he wasn’t the most 
beloved Bond. Pauline Kael 
once wrote about him, “Roger 
Moore is dutiful and passive 
as Bond; his clothes are neatly 
pressed and he shows up for 


work, like an office manager 
who is turning into dead wood 
but hanging on to collect his 
pension.” 

I also know that hardcore 
spy fans considered Moore too 
well-mannered and pleasant 
to be effective, but he was my 
first, and I guess the first cut 
is the deepest because I still 
have a fondness for his breezy 
take on the super agent. 

But that’s just me. 

To get a broader picture I 
did a highly scientific Double- 
Blind Bond Peer Reviewed In 


House Clinical Trial (in other 
words I asked my Faceboolc 
and Twitter friends) to deter¬ 
mine the world’s favourite 
007 portrayer. 

The contenders were Con¬ 
nery, George Lazenby, Moore, 
Timothy Dalton, Pierce 
Brosnan and Craig — every¬ 
one who has played Bond in 
one of the 24 officially sanc¬ 
tioned 007 movies. 

Several contributors 
brought up others like Barry 
Nelson, who played James 
Bond in a 1954 television adap¬ 


tation of Casino Royale. Also 
mentioned were David Niven’s 
turn as Bond in 1967’s Casino 
Royale and another actor who 
has never played 007. “Clive 
Owen,” suggested one poster, 
“once they get around to cast¬ 
ing him in the next one.” 

After eliminating the un¬ 
official 007s and non-Bonds 
a team of experts (OK, it 
was just me reading through 
the posts as Live and Let Die 
played on the TV behind me) 
sifted through the results. 

Pollsters said Brosnan Is Not 
Enough to ’90s Bond Pierce 
Brosnan who came in dead 
last with just 1.9 per cent of 
the vote. 

“I liked Pierce Brosnan be¬ 
cause he embodied all the 
others combined,” wrote one 
positive poster. “Charm, hu¬ 
mour, ruthlessness, cunning.” 

Timothy Dalton earned 3.9 


per cent with one respondent 
saying, “If there really was 
an agent who was an assas¬ 
sin with a licence to kill... it 
would be him.” 

At 9.8 per cent, George 
Lazenby fared better than 
Brosnan and Dalton even 
though he only made one 
007 film. 

My favourite Bond came in 
third with 15.6 per cent, just 
behind Daniel Craig’s 21.5 per 
cent. “Craig gets me wanting 
to watch whereas the others 
are placeholders,” wrote a Fa- 
ceboolc friend, “Sorry.” 

By far and away, Sean Con¬ 
nery was the winner with a 
whopping 39.2 per cent of the 
vote. This comment seems to 
sum up the reason why people 
like him. “Sean Connery be¬ 
cause Sean Connery!”

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SIR WILLIAM STEPHENSON 

The real-life spy who 
inspired Fleming 


One of the world’s greatest spies 
was an operative for England 
with an affinity for martinis, a 
suave rapport with elite power 
players, and an uncanny abil¬ 
ity to infiltrate and eliminate 
threats. 

This isn’t the fictional James 
Bond we’re talking about, but 
the real-life Sir William Stephen¬ 
son — a quiet Canadian code- 
named Intrepid who many be¬ 
lieve inspired author Ian Fleming 
to create his over-the-top British 
spy hero. 

“Without doubt, Fleming’s 
idea of James Bond is based on 
Sir William,” says Cord Hart, a 
former CIA operative and U.S. 
Army colonel who got to know 
Stephenson through intelligence 
circles in the early ‘80s. 

With the latest instalment 
in the bombastic 007 franchise, 
Spectre, hitting theatres Friday, 
descendants and admirers of the

are too little known. 

“I always tell people he’s 
the most famous Winnipeg- 
ger of all time,” says Heart¬ 
land Travel and Tours owner 
Don Finlcbeiner, whose tours 
include a stop at a bronze 
life-size statue of Stephenson 
near the Manitoba legislature.

SPECTRE 

If you don’t 
like problems, 
don’t become a 
film producer 

Before James Bond could even 
get himself into his first pickle, 
a shadowy international threat 
loomed. 

About a week into shooting 
Spectre, James Bond producers 
Barbara Broccoli and Michael 
G. Wilson got some bad news. 

Not only had a draft of the 
highly secretive script been 
leaked in the infamous Sony 
hack, but it came along with 
a slew of private communi¬ 
cations about the film, high¬ 
lighting its third act problems, 
multiple rewrites, ballooning 
budget and one very signifi¬ 
cant spoiler. 


Broccoli and Wilson didn’t 
find this out from the Internet 
or even Sony — the distributor 
and co-financier on Spectre. 

They read about it in a news¬ 
paper. With phone lines and 
email servers down, they 
couldn’t even get in touch with 
their partners in the immedi¬ 
ate aftermath. 

“It was a bit tricky for us,” 
Broccoli acknowledged. 

But beyond making sure the 
copyrighted script was taken 
offline, she said they essential¬ 
ly just proceeded with making 
the film. 

“You know what they say, 
you shouldn’t see how a saus¬ 
age is made,” Wilson said in a 
recent phone interview from 
Mexico City. 

He and his step-sister Broc¬ 
coli were in the capital to at¬ 
tend a premiere of Spectre, the 
24th in the 53-year-old film 
series, which bows in North 


America this Friday. 

The purported drama that 
the hacked emails exposed is 
no more or less than they’ve 
experienced on any other film 
in the franchise, noted Broc¬ 
coli in the phone interview. 

“They’re challenging films 
to make because of the size 
of what we do,” she said. “I 
always say, if you don’t like 
problems, don’t become a film 
producer.” 

Spectre certainly doesn’t 
skimp on size. The film, which 
finds the martini-swilling spy 
on a multi-continent quest, 
opens with a complicated 
tracking shot in the streets 
of Mexico City for the Day of 
the Dead parade, featuring 
over 1,500 extras dressed and 
painted to perfection. 

It required 1,500 unique 
costumes, 75 costumers, five 
months of preparation, two 
helicopters and police escorts 


for the buses used to transport 
the extras. 

And that’s only one of the 
film’s exotic set pieces. There’s 
also the 400 tons of man-made 
snow that they had to use in 
Austria, the 18 nights they 
spent shooting a car chase in 
Rome, and the sand storms 
and 113-degree temperatures 
they found in Erfoud, Morocco. 

The film’s budget is reported 
to be near $250 million. 

But Bond is big business 
and the series has been on 
an upswing. 

The last film, Skyfall, was 
produced for a reported $150- 
$200 million and became the 
highest grossing Bond film 
ever with over $1.1 billion in 
ticket sales worldwide. 

Spectre sees the return of 
Skyfall director Sam Mendes 
and star Daniel Craig in his 
fourth film as 007.

Spectre, the 24th movie in the 
James Bond franchise, has its 
North American premiere to¬ 
day. As usual, the film begins 
with an OTT action sequence 
(shot with 1,500 extras in Mexico 
City) before segueing into Sam 
Smith’s Writing on the Wall and 
the opening titles. It’s rumoured 
his song, written in half an hour 
with collaborator Jimmy Napes, 
beat out submissions by Lana Del 
Rey, Ed Sheeran, Florence and the 
Machine, Coldplay, Ed Sheeran, 
Bruno Mars, Muse, Radiohead 
(the bookies’ favourite) and half 
a dozen others. 

Having your song chosen as 


a theme in the most successful 
movie franchise is a big honour, 
not to mention lucrative. 

Smith’s Writing became the 
first Bond theme to reach No. 1 
in the U.K., something that even 
Paul McCartney couldn’t manage 
with Live and Let Die (the BEST 
Bond theme ever. Don’t even try 
to argue with me.) 

Del Rey, Sheeran, Florence et 
al have joined a long list of Bond 
theme also-rans. Rejected Bond 
songs would make an interest¬ 
ing album. 

Other Bond losers include, 
Laura Branigan (Octopussy, 1983), 
Ace of Base (Goldeneye, 1995) and 
Straw (The World Is Not Enough, 
1999) and Shirley Bassey (again, 
this time for Quantum of Solace, 
2008). There are also stories of 
Bond flirting by The Pretenders 
and even the Beach Boys.

As a troupe and individually, Monty Python made 
several landmark films that kept the spirit of their 
experimental sketch show without actually be¬ 
ing them. But their first movie was exactly like 
the show. In fact it was simply a best-of sketch 
cavalcade, with greatest hits (the parrot sketch. 
The Lumberjack Song, Upper-Class Twit of the 
Year, etc.) re-shot, and with no laugh-track. The 
reason? They wanted to invade America and no 
one had heard of them. Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail would take care of that better than 
their cinematic debut, but it's still a fine entry- 
point for newbs.

Doing a film of Police Squad! made sense: The 
show, which ran for only six episodes in 1982, 
found David and Jerry Zucker plus Jim Abraham 
(a.k.a. ZAZ) trying to do for TV what they had 
done with Airplane! on film. In fact, it was the 
quick jokes and never-ceasing sight gags that 
got it yanked from the air; as one exec infam¬ 
ously said, it didn't work because it required 
viewers actually pay attention. So back to film 
they went, keeping pretty much everything but 
adding big (or, well, biggish) names like George 
Kennedy, Priscilla Presley, Ricardo Montalban 
and O.J. Simpson, who spends the film either 
physically abused or hospitalized.

There's tons of swearing, a couple of big-name 
cameo voices, a barrage of musical numbers 
and even a couple effects that are more than 
two guys working with construction paper. But 
the South Park movie, which hit theatres in the 
midst of the show's third season, is basically the 
same thing, only better than usual. Indeed, if it 
did anything it established that the show was 
no fluke, and that creators Trey Parker and Matt 
Stone had a true, unique angle on America, re¬ 
pression, hypocrisy and anything else they saw 
fit to satirize. After this the show would be even 
more giddy about tackling hot button topics, to 
all of society's betterment.

Like the South Park movie, the inevitable Jack¬ 
ass movies were bigger and raunchier but es¬ 
sentially the same thing. In this case, the films 
are mere conveyor belts of gross-out stunts 
and body trauma, exploring what the physique 
can take or how far the squad members will go 
in the pursuit of their, um, craft. Not that they 
were simply TV on movie screens: by the third 
we get dildos flying out of the screen in beauti¬ 
ful 3D — surely one of the more original uses of 
a technology too often used for the truly crass 
and lowest common denominator.

I was part of a chain of 
swollen-eyed, wet-sleeved 
viewers who exited the 
theatre after a Septem¬ 
ber screening of Miss You 
Already, a film about two 
best friends who cope with 
infertility, infidelity and a 
cancer diagnosis. Part of me 
felt angry, like I’d just been 
emotionally manipulated. 
And, having seen movies 
like Love Story, Terms of En¬ 
dearment, Steel Magnolias 
and Beaches, I should have 
known better. The other 
part just wanted to run up 
to the closest stranger and 
say, “Hold me!” 

But don’t go see Miss You 
Already, which opens on Fri¬ 
day, just because you need 
a good cry. See it because 
Toni Colette, as the wild 
free spirit, Milly, and Drew 
Barrymore, as the more 
firmly anchored Jess, deliver 
exceptional performances 
of their flawed, complicated 
characters. See it because 
there’s been plenty of talk 
about gender inequality 
in Hollywood but here’s a 
movie starring two women, 
directed by a woman, writ¬ 
ten by a woman, about 
women. 

“A very long female 
friendship is as profound 
as a relationship with your 
children and your spouse,” 
Barrymore recently told the 
New York Times, “and yet 
it’s really given third credit. 
Friends can throw down 


with each other in the most 
amazing way, and recover in 
a different way than lovers.” 

Truth. If Simon told me 
that I had two weeks to lose 
four pounds in order to get 
to an arbitrary weight that 
I chose back in January, I’d 
murder him.

While I was working on 
my miss-you-already-pizza- 
and-pasta-meal-plan for 
the week ahead, I leafed 
through The French Women 
Don’t Get Fat Cookbook, 
written by Mireille Guiliano. 
I decided to make her recipe 
for roasted sea bream with 
vegetables. 

It’s simplicity sounded 
too good to be true: toss 
chopped onion, potato, yel¬ 
low pepper and tomato in 
olive oil, salt and pepper, 
and bake. Add the fish on 
top with some lemon and

Josh “The Fat Jew” Ostrovsky 
and his upright ponytail have 
leaped off his racy Instagram 
account and onto the pages 
of a new book, Money Pizza 
Respect, a memoir-ish collec¬ 
tion of debauchery released 
Tuesday. 

While sex, booze and drugs 
are a huge part of his money¬ 
making persona, this Internet 
sensation, in a recent, real-life 
interview, was a sweetheart 
teddy bear of a man-child who 
just gave away $10,000 because 
he felt like it and said he cares 
as much about his millennial 
fan base as he does about their 
social media-inept moms. 

And he said he has aspira¬ 
tions beyond making crazy 
online videos and collecting 
funny, weird photos to cap¬ 
tion: An erotic novel, perhaps, 
to follow up his debut book. 
Someday. Maybe. Who knows. 

It’s hard not to call the 
32-year-old Ostrovsky, to his 
face, by his popular Insta-han- 
dle of thefatjewish, not that 
he minds. He’s approached 
all the time since making his 
way from the Z-list to the out¬ 
skirts of the hip mainstream, 
partying with Alexander Wang 
during fashion week and being 
fawned upon by actress Nina 
Dobrev and other celebs who 
follow him online. 

“I love that scene,” he said 
of the fashion world. 

“I threw a fashion show. It 
was all dad fashion. I was think¬ 
ing everyone in fashion wants 
to look like they don’t care. 
Like that’s the whole look.... 
So who actually doesn’t care 
about what they’re wearing, 
because that’s the ultimate 
fashion?

vah for a lap dance, 
due most likely to the 
fact that dad suspect¬ 
ed he was gay. 

As for his current 
occupation that often 
involves baring his 
slimmed-down-but- 
still-largish belly, 
he’s at a loss for a 
job description. He 
spoofs Steve Jobs 


on the cover 
of his book and 
picked the title 
to match one of 
his tattoos. 

“I don’t 
know what 
this is,” Ostrov¬ 
sky chuckled. “I 
don’t even know 
how to describe 
it.” 

Armed with a 
record of loath¬ 


ing school, he managed a col¬ 
lege degree in journalism but 
— like the rest of his genera¬ 
tion — headed to the Internet 
to live life and attempt fame 
and fortune. 

Recently, this Internet guy 
said, he wanted to do a book to 
balance things out. “Everyone 
wants to do everything online. 
I think that real life is about 
to make a huge comeback,” 
Ostrovsky said. 

He has 6.4 million followers 
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on Instagram, despite having 
been kicked off three times 
and deflecting complaints that 
he has a habit of putting out 
jokes, memes and other social 
media content without credits. 
He’s trying to turn that around 
with more tags. 

“The Internet is like the 
Wild West,” Ostrovsky said. 

“There’s been a big divide 
way before me between slight¬ 
ly older types who kind of view 
writing in a more traditional 
way and then younger people 
who were bom of the Internet 
and know about curation. I 
ended up being in the middle 
of a debate between these two

A book worth standing in line for chronicles history of queues 


To queue or not to queue? And 
why is the queue you’re not 
standing in always the best? 

David Andrews went in search 
of answers and unearthed a 
world of science, history and 
cultural norms about the often 
stressful, sometimes nonexistent 
and usually time-consuming act 
of waiting in line. 

He collected his observations 
and those of others in a new 
book out in November from 
Workman Publishing, Why 
Does the Other Line Always 
Move Faster? 


Andrews’ interest stems from 
his stint in the Navy and the time 
he spent during boot camp either 
lining up for things — chow, 
checkups — or at attention. He 
also recalled his childhood in the 
early 1990s in post-Communist 
Romania where his parents were 
missionaries, chasing lines for 
life’s basics. 

“There were long lines for 
everything. Milk, eggs, gasoline,” 
he said in a recent interview. 

Andrews, 33, notes the United 
States wasn’t always a nation of 
line standers. Agrarian-based 
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societies have little use for the 
line, he explained. In the early 
years of cities, and still in spots 
around the globe, chaos is king, 
but starting as early as toddler- 
hood, Americans were slowly 
trained to respect the line. 

Queues, Andrews concludes, 
in one form or another, are “es¬ 
sential to the machinery of mod¬ 
em life,” yet some rail against 
them as evidence of the “ma¬ 
chine-made man,” ever-obedi- 
ent and lacking outside-the-box 
creativity. 

The modern concept likely 


made its way from revolutionary 
France to English shores around 
1837, Andrews writes. He attrib¬ 
utes the spread in part to Thomas 
Carlyle, a Victorian historian, 
satirist and social commenta¬ 
tor who wrote a history of the 
French Revolution. 

Among the beheadings and 
street mobs Carlyle chronicled 
was reference to the queues — 
or literally in old French “tails” 
— at Parisian bakeries, at a time 
of massive famine among the 
peasants. 

“The slogan of the French 


Revolution was Liberty, Equal¬ 
ity, Fraternity,” Andrews writes, 
so to “patiently wait one’s turn 
was to hold everyone as equals.” 
Or as Carlyle put it: “Patriotism 
stands in queue.” 

In America, “we believe that 
all are created equal. So, too, do 
we stand in line,” Andrews adds. 

The myth that the British are 
willing, patient and even eager 
to stand in line dates to Second 
World War propaganda during a 
time of shortages and rationing, 
Andrews writes.

Giller winner 
teams up with 
filmmaker for 
Project Charlie 

When the frozen body of 
12-year-old Charlie Wenjaclc 
was found on a lonely stretch 
of railway tracks in northern 
Ontario nearly 50 years ago, it 
sparked the first inquest into 
the treatment of aboriginal 
children in Canadian residen¬ 
tial schools. 

Before the boy’s death, many 
Canadians weren’t aware of the 
country’s residential school sys¬ 
tem, acclaimed novelist Joseph 
Boyden explains. It would be 
some 30 years before the last 
one closed its doors. 

“Charlie put that into mo¬ 
tion,” said the Scotiabanlc Gil¬ 
ler Prize winner. “He’s a living 
and breathing symbol.” 

Boyden is collaborating with 
filmmaker Terril Calder on Pro¬ 
ject Charlie. The animated film 
will tour across the country next 
year in conjunction with Boy- 
den’s forthcoming novel Seven 
Matches, and will mark the 50th 


anniversary of Wenjaclc’s death. 

“We are using his story as 
a call to action,” said Calder. 
“Considering all that has come 
to fight and the (Truth and Rec¬ 
onciliation Commission of Can¬ 
ada) report, it is timely to come 
at this story with a contempor¬ 
ary perspective that pulls no 
punches. It examines not only 
Charlie’s (fife), but speaks to our 
nation’s role in evoking change. 
Not acting is an action against 
reconciliation.” 

Justice Murray Sinclair led 
the commission on the Indian 
Residential School system in 
Canada, and his report — re¬ 
leased in the spring — resulted 
in 94 recommendations aimed 
at bridging the experiences of 
Indigenous and non-Indigenous 
Canadians. 

Project Charlie secured its 
funding through the inaugural 
(Re)concifiation initiative, and 
is one of six cultural works by 
aboriginal artists that wifi begin 
to roll out across the country in 
the fall of 2016. 

Selected from 190 submis¬ 
sions by a panel of indigenous 
arts professionals, the six pi¬ 
lot projects are receiving up 
to $75,000 of federal funding 
through the Canada Council

for the Arts and its partners — 
J.W. McConnell Family Founda¬ 
tion and The Circle on Philan¬ 
thropy and Aboriginal Peoples 
in Canada. The initiative aims 
to promote themes of concilia¬ 
tion and reconciliation between 
indigenous and non-indigenous 
peoples. 

Art and reconciliation are not 
new concepts, says Elder Samuel 
Thomas, a grant recipient based 
in Niagara Falls, Ont. 

“This is something that’s 
been on our minds as aborig¬ 
inal people for a long time,” 
he said. 

In 1979, Thomas began to 
resurrect 18th and 19th cen¬ 
tury Iroquois beading styles, 
collaborating with his mother 
for 37 years before her recent 
death, and facilitating beading 
workshops between aboriginals 
and non-aboriginals. 

Over the past 12 years, he 
has also worked internation¬ 
ally with Kenyan commun¬ 
ities, using art and beading as 
a means for reconciliation be¬ 
tween both tribal and religious 
clashes. 

The long-standing tradition 
of using beads in a way that 
“helps put your mind in proper 
perspective in order to heal and 
move forward” is something 
that Thomas is now expanding 
to the broader community 
through his (Re)conciliation 
initiative. 

With Opening the Doors to 
Dialogue, he will host beading 
sessions across the countiy. 

“The beads are used to take 
the lump out of your throat 
to speak again, unplug your 
ears to hear again, to wipe your 
tears to see again,” said Thomas.

Milly in my life at some points, 
but I’m much more like Jess 
now in my life,” says Barry¬ 


more. Her often-tumultuous 
childhood led to rebellious 
teenage and young adult years. 
It’s all out there; her 1990 auto¬ 
biography Little Girl Lost, de¬ 
tails everything. 

“Little Girl Lost is a let-me- 
try-to-put-my-life-back-together 
written by, honestly, another 
man (Todd Gold). He did the 
typing, I did the talking,” says 
Barrymore. 

She’s written her own story 
now, a series of essays and re¬ 
flections on various stages of 
her life called Wildflower. An 
early version of the book peeks 
out from her tote bag, the pages 


dog-eared from proofreading. 

“I think you will be very 
surprised,” Barrymore says 
of Wildflower. “It’s a shuffled 
deck. It goes from (age) 5 to 35 
to 7 to 18.” 

Making a film that was “such 
a love story for women and all 
being done by women, I got 
really drawn into what that 
would be,” Barrymore said. 
“And maybe my girls when 
they’re older can watch this 
and the whole womanly aspect 
of it, (which) felt really safe and 
appropriate for where I was at 
that moment in my life.”

Miss You Already aims to bob 
along at a buoyant, lively pace 
even while staring intently at 
the reality of a cancer diagnosis. 

Toni Collette’s Milly flashes 
bartenders and commandeers 
cabs for impromptu roadtrips, 
while also dealing frankly with 
hair loss, life-altering surgery 
and sudden bouts of nausea. 

Director Catherine Hard- 
wiclce recalled when her fath¬ 
er had cancer he still made 
“wicked jokes, even at the 
last minute.” She and Collette 
talked to cancer survivors to 
ensure they were getting other 
details right, and they were 
validated by the response of 
those who have seen the film. 

Still, the movie is definitely 
a three-hankie weeper. Even 
Collette can’t help crying when 
talking about her character, 
Milly, the former wild-child 
mother of two whose world 
shatters when she’s diagnosed 
with breast cancer. 


“Every time — I’m going to 
start crying thinking about it, 
sorry — every time we got to 
the scene where Milly has to 
tell her daughter goodbye, I 
just couldn’t (do) it,” said Col¬ 
lette, mom of a son and daugh¬ 
ter, wiping away tears. “It still 
gets to me. It must be one of 
the hardest things you’d have 
to do if you were facing your 
own mortality.” 

It’s also a story about endur¬ 
ing female friendship. Milly’s 
lifelong sidekick Jess (Drew 
Barrymore) is her rock, but 
even their bond is tested by 
Milly’s illness and changes in 


Jess’s life. When Collette hears 
people are compelled to call 
their best friend as soon as 
they came out of the theatre, 
“Drew and I are like, high five, 
we’ve done our job.” 

Australian Collette, 43, 
first captivated moviegoers 
as marriage-minded, ABBA- 
loving Muriel Heslop in Mur¬ 
iel’s Wedding in 1994. She was 
nominated for an Oscar for 
The Sixth Sense and went on 
to star in About a Boy, Little 
Miss Sunshine and The Way 
Way Back.

Even now, almost 30 years 
after his wildly publicized 
reign as the town’s mayor, 
Clint Eastwood remains a 
towering figure in Carmel- 
by-the-Sea. 

Tourists fantasize about 
bumping into him at his res¬ 
taurant at Mission Ranch, 
the Hollywood icon’s nine- 
hectare property just outside 
of town, and look for him as 
they explore the tony streets 
and hidden courtyards of this 
unendingly charming coastal 
community on California’s 
Monterey Peninsula. 

But these days Eastwood 
is more likely to be found 
teeing it up at nearby Pebble 
Beach Golf Links, the fabled 
course he co-owns with Ar¬ 
nold Palmer and former Major 
League Baseball commissioner 
Peter Ueberroth. 

One of the finest, most dra¬ 
matic courses anywhere, Peb¬ 
ble Beach is the undisputed 
golf headliner of a famously 
seductive peninsula two hours 
south of San Francisco that in¬ 
cludes the communities of Car- 
mel-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, 
Seaside and Pebble Beach. 



Pebble Beach, a bucket-list 
course for eveiy golfer, charges 
a green fee of $495, one of the 
most expensive in the game. 
But the good news is that golf¬ 
ers don’t have to break the 
bank to enjoy memorable golf 
on the Monterey Peninsula. 

Pebble Beach’s sister cours¬ 
es, Spyglass Hill Golf Course 
and the Links at Spanish Bay, 
both offer spectacular ocean 
views at more palatable prices. 

Another local beauty is Del 
Monte Golf Course, opened in

One of the most popular 
places to stay is Cypress Inn, 
co-owned by another Holly¬ 
wood legend and local resi¬ 
dent, Doris Day. The hit record¬ 
ings of the now 91-year-old 
Day are piped into the 44 
sunny rooms of the 1929 lo¬ 
cal landmark. 

Carmel’s small downtown is 
an architectural mishmash of 
English-style country houses, 
Swiss chalets and, most nota¬ 
bly, the 21 whimsical fairy 
tale cottages built by local 
architect Hugh Comstock start¬ 
ing in the 1920s. Eastwood, 
who was elected for a two- 
year term in 1986 on a pro¬ 
progress platform, dismissed 
these Comstock Cottages as 
“Smurf homes.” 

Once a bohemian refuge 
for artists such as writer Jack 
London and photographers 
Ansel Adams and Edward 
Weston, Carmel now num¬ 
bers among the most exclusive 
addresses in California. Real 
estate prices soar ever higher 
on the approach to Carmel 
Bay, where the sea ebbs and 
crashes against a long white- 
sand beach. 

Glimpsed at cliff-top across 
the bay are the emerald fair¬ 
ways of famed Pebble Beach, 
for golfers the most alluring 
of all the wonders on the Mon¬ 
terey Peninsula.

Attention sun seekers: There 
are a few things you need to 
bear in mind as you plan your 
winter vacation. 

It’s not going to be a great year 
for cheap and cheerful deals. 
Most tour operators do their 
contracting in U.S. dollars so 
the unfavourable exchange rate 
means sun holidays will be hard¬ 
er on the wallet. Additionally, 
it’s shaping up to be a strong 


El Nino winter, which means 
cooler temperatures in closer

Hyatt has broken into the all- 
inclusive market with upscale 
resorts such as the Hyatt Ziva 
and Hyatt Zilara, and mega re¬ 
sorts such as Casa de Campo in 
Dominican Republic continue 
to grow in popularity. 


Spanning 7,000 tropical acres, 
Casa de Campo is home to three 
golf courses, a 370-slip Marina 
and Yacht Club, a polo club and 
Altos de Chavon, an artisan’s 
village modelled after a 16th- 
centuiy Mediterranean city with 
boutiques, museums and a 5,000- 
seat Grecian-style amphitheatre. 

Hotspots 

Destinations in Central America 
such as Roatan, Honduras, are 
growing in popularity.

“Pura Vida” said our guide, as 
we arrived in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, which, literally translat¬ 
ed, means “pure life.” This 
describes the mandate of this 
eco-conscious country and the 
joy its inhabitants take in liv¬ 
ing in a land that is 46 per cent 
forested; it is generally used as 
an answer to “How are you?” 
or just as a hello. 

They say hello, or good mor¬ 
ning, early in Costa Rica. Year 
round, the sun rises around 
5:30 and sets around 5:30. 
When the sun is up, there is a 
huge diversity of outdoor, nat¬ 
ural and wildlife adventures to 
experience in this relatively 
small country. We had said 
goodbye to our cubicle office 
plants and hello to the pure 


life that awaited. 

Tortuguero, on the Carib¬ 
bean coast, is a small village 
of 1,000 inhabitants, accessible 
only by boat or airplane and is 
known for the turtle hatchings 
that happen on the beach in 
the dark of night. Hundreds of 
turtle nests produce thousands 
of eggs (of which 0.1 per cent 


survive to adulthood), every 
May to November. 

Spotters from the National 
Park find where the nest has 
been dug, and quietly, without 
light, allow visitors to witness 
a turtle laying approximately 
110 eggs. The turtles start lay¬ 
ing eggs at around the age of 
25, and do so until they are 


150, coming back to the same 
spot, eveiy two to three years. 

But that’s not all the wild¬ 
life; the shores of the Tortu¬ 
guero River leading in and out 
of the village are dotted with 
crocodiles, caimans, sloths, 
blue herons, macaws, toucans, 
and many other bird species. 
With some trepidation, we slid 




into our kayaks to paddle the 
river, but found our voyage 
strangely serene, barring the 
prehistoric cries from the sur¬ 
prisingly tiny howler monkeys 
that populate the area. 

Across the country to La For- 
tuna, we found one of the most 
popular tourist spots in Costa 
Rica, with a huge variety of 
outdoor activities to choose 
from. From careening down 
Costa Rica’s highest zip line at 
Sky Adventures — half a mile, 
at more than 60 miles per hour 
— to the hot springs, water 
parks, horseback riding, and 


many hiking trails available. 
The village is shadowed by the 
Arenal Volcano, which has been 
dormant since 2010.

With a new perspective on life 
and no expectations, rodeo 
barrel racer Nancy Csabay is 
heading into this year’s Can¬ 
adian Finals Rodeo (CFR) on 
an incredible high. 

As Csabay competes at what 
is her sixth CFR rodeo, she says 
it’s as exciting as the first time 
— although this time she is ap¬ 
proaching it much differently 
after overcoming breast cancer 
last year. She feels less pressure 
now than even her first rodeo 
competition all those years ago. 

“I used to put pressure on 
me and my horse. Expectations 
ran high as well, up until I had 
cancer, and then everything 


changed,” she explains. 

That’s why Csabay decided to 
only compete in 25 rodeos this 
year, instead of 45 — and she 
just “let the chips fall where 
they may. 

“This year I decided that I 
was only going to the rodeos 
I liked and whatever happens, 
happens. No expectations, no 
pressure. It was all about hav¬ 
ing fun and this year has been 
incredible. I’ve enjoyed every 
moment,” she says. 

Overcoming cancer has 
given Csabay a new perspec¬ 
tive on barrel racing, which is 
propelling her into this year’s 
competition with a fresh take. 


“It has helped me to realize 
that life is short and to enjoy 
every moment. I look at barrel 
racing a little different now. I 
do it because I love to barrel 
race and love to be one with my 
horse, Wicked. I do it because 
of the great friends I’ve made 
along the way. I do it because of 
the fans. If it wasn’t for them, 
there certainly wouldn’t be a 
rodeo, let alone a CFR.” 

And because of that the Al¬ 
berta native feels refreshed 
going into this year’s rodeo.

Case against Kane dropped 



LAW 

Investigation 
was ‘rife with 
reasonable 
doubt’ 

Chicago Blaclchawlcs forward 
Patrick Kane can focus solely 
on his NHL career after avoid¬ 
ing criminal charges in a rape 
investigation, with prosecutors 
ending a bizarre three-month 
ordeal that put one of hockey’s 
biggest stars at the centre of in¬ 
tense speculation and criticism. 

Prosecutors announced 
Thursday they declined to file 
charges against Kane because 
of a lack of credible evidence 
in a case “rife with reasonable 
doubt.” The accuser signed an 
affidavit saying she did not 
want to press charges, pros¬ 
ecutors said. 

Roland Cercone, a lawyer 
for the 21-year-old woman who 
made the accusation, did not 
return messages seeking com¬ 
ment from The Associated Press. 
A person who answered the 
accuser’s mother’s cellphone 
hung up Thursday when con¬ 
tacted by The AP. 

Erie County District Attor¬ 
ney Frank Sedita said a three- 
month investigation found that 
physical and forensic evidence 
“tend to contradict” the accus¬ 
er’s claim that she was raped 
on Aug. 2 at Kane’s off-season 
home outside Buffalo. 

“The DNA results lend no 
corroboration whatsoever to 
the complainant’s claim,” said 
Sedita, who decided against 
presenting the case to a grand 


jury for possible charges. 

“I have repeatedly said that I 
did nothing wrong,” Kane said 
in a statement issued by the 
Blaclchawlcs. “I have respected 
the legal process and I am glad 
that this matter has now been 
closed and I will have nothing 
further to say going forward.” 

It’s not immediately clear 
whether Kane could face disci¬ 
plinary action from the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League. Deputy 
commissioner Bill Daly said 




Kane entered Thursday 
third in league scoring with 
18 points (eight goals and 
10 assists) in 13 games. 


the league wouldn’t comment 
until reviewing the prosecutor’s 
findings. 

At 26, Kane is one of the 


NHL’s top young stars and has 
won three Stanley Cup cham¬ 
pionships in Chicago over the 
past six years, including last 
season. 

He had been in trouble be¬ 
fore, too, arrested after an 
altercation with a cab driver 
in Buffalo in the summer of 
2009. Photos of him partying 
are easily found online. 

But the assault case brought 
by a woman he had met at a 
nightclub was by far the most 


serious allegation Kane had 
faced. 

The high-profile investigation 
led to Kane’s removal from the 
cover of a popular NHL video 
game and fan chants of “She 
said no!” and “No means no!” 
during a couple of early road 
games. 

“We knew all along that Pat¬ 
rick didn’t do anything wrong,” 
his agent, Pat Brisson, said in 
a text to The Associated Press.

After successfully hosting two 
major women’s soccer tour¬ 
naments over the last couple 
of years, the Canadian Soccer 
Association is now giving ser¬ 
ious consideration to bidding 
for the next FIFA World Cup. 

“I think our next project 
as a country, and as a soc¬ 
cer country, would be the 
men’s World Cup,” Vic¬ 
tor Montagliani, the CSA’s 
president, told a news con¬ 
ference Thursday. 

“We have hosted 
every other World Cup. 
We have been success¬ 
ful at every other one we 
have hosted. I think it’s a 
natural progression for us to 
seriously look at bidding 
for the men’s World 
Cup.” 

The CSA re¬ 
leased fig¬ 
ures Thurs¬ 
day showing 
the 2015 FIFA 
Women’s World 
Cup and 2014 
U-20 Women’s 
World Cup cre¬ 
ated a combined 
$493.6 million in 
economic activity. 

That exceeded the 
preliminary projec¬ 
tions of $337 million 
made in February 2014. 

The cost for the two 
tournaments was $216 
million. They generat¬ 
ed $249 million in net 
economic activity with 
$97.6 million in tax rev-

enues, the association said. 
Montagliani couldn’t immedi¬ 
ately say how much economic 
activity the tournaments 
generated individually. 

“Rest assured the 
bulk of those numbers 
are reflected in the 2015 
tournament,” he said. “From 
a budgeting standpoint we al¬ 
ways treated it as one project. 
That’s the way FIFA likes to 
treat these things.”

Overall the tour¬ 
nament’s 52 games attracted 
1,353,506 fans for an average 
attendance of 26,029. 

The CSA says more than 
84,000 visitors made one or 
more day trips while 174,000 
visitors made an overnight 
visit to one of the host cities. 
A total of 96,000 American 
fans crossed the border. 

The U-20 Women’s World 
Cup was held Aug. 5 to Aug. 
24 in Edmonton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Moncton. In 
the past Canada has hosted 
the 2002 FIFA U-19 Women’s 
World Cup and the 2007 U-20 


Men’s World Cup. 

The 2018 World Cup is 
scheduled for Russia and the 
2022 competition in Qatar.

• 1/4 cup apple cider 

• 1/4 cup low-sodium chicken broth 


Directions 

1. Preheat oven to 425 F. Gen¬ 
erously season chicken with 
salt and pepper. 

2. Add oil to a large oven-safe 
skillet over medium heat. Add 
chicken and cook for 10 minutes 
(the meat will not be cooked 
through). 

3. Transfer the skillet to the oven. 
Roast until chicken is cooked 
through, about 6-8 minutes. 

4. Transfer chicken pieces to a 
platter. Return skillet to medium 
heat and add shallots and garlic,- 
cook for about 1 minute. Whisk in 
Dijon mustard, apple cider, broth 
and a bit more salt and pep¬ 
per; cook for about 3 minutes. 
Return chicken to skillet along 
with juices that have settled on 
the platter to rewarm. Serve 
with our favourite sides.
